REMITTANCES  should  be  made  by  draft  on  New  York  ;  P.  O.  0.,  or  by 
registered  letter.  Small  amounts  may,  however,  be  sent  by  ordinary  letter, 
in  bills  or  unused  U.  S.  postage  stamps  of  low  denomination. 

CONDITION. — The  pieces  herein  catalogued  are  given  in  three  or  four 
degrees  of  preservation,  and  valued  accordingly.  Cents  and  half  cents 
placed  under  the  head  of  "fair"  have  the  dates  perfectly  distinct. 

EXTRAORDINARILY  FINE  PIECES  are  not  catalogued,  as  they  are  seldom 
to  be  had,  sometimes  commanding  very  high  prices,  a  1795  cent  having 
lately  been  sold  at  auction  for  $100.

In  the  coin  line  the  most  important  event  of  the  quarter  has  been  the  discovery  by 
Mr.  Mason  of  a  half  dollar  made  by  the  Confederate  Government  in  1861.  Only  four 
pieces  were  struck,  consequently  they  are  of  great  rarity  and  almost  fabulous  value.
